Thousands Line Streets
Through Which Funeral
Procession Passes.

MASS AT CATHEDRAL

High Church Dignitaries
Assist Arehbishop at Tm-
pressive Services.

TROOPS NEAR CEMETERY|

Body Buried Beside Others
Who Died in the Cause of
Irish Freedom.

Conk, Oct. 31.—In the presence of
surpliced church' dignataries, #cores of
his former comrades In the Trish Vol-
unteers and thousands of his country-
men, the body of Terence MacSwiney,
late Lord Mayor of Cork, was iowered

o its resting place in ‘the “Republican

plot" in 8t, Finbar's Cemetery,
outslde Cork, this afternoon.

Desplte the aplendor lent the scene
by the attendance of the high church-
men, there was a simplicity marking
the ceremonles that was Impressive.

Outside the cemetery, hidden by the
enormous crush of townspeople, two
armored cars, thelr machine guns
ready. and a half dozen lorries filled
with fully equipped soldlérs, were
drawn up at the roadside, .maparting
a sinister air to the otherwise solemn
proceedings. But .during the -ransfer
of the body from the Clty Hall through
streets lined with crowds to St Mary's
Cathedral and during the procession
from the Cathedral to the cemetery,
thare wns not an Incident of violence
or disturbance.

The clity of Cork and the whole coun-
tryside puld tribute to the memory of
thelr “newest martyr,” The body was
burled beslde that of former Lord Mayor
MucCurtaln, who was assassinated. A
fow yards away are the graves ol Josaph
Murphy, who, llke MucSwiney, died n
hunger striker In Cork jail, over which
hung an Amerlean flag, and of two other
Irieh republican soldiers.

German employers have just brought
forward their scheme for the reor-
ganization of German industry. It is
n comprehensive programme, bullt on
the distribution of greatly cheapened
power, and the foundation on which it
{a bullt s tantamount to an industrial
state ruled by an economic parliament,
but at the same thme maintaining pri-
vate inltlative and working with
minimum of Government control,

The scheme, which it is belleved will
be accepted, alms at giving Germany
an advantage In competing for trade.
Not only 18 it a substifute for the
scheme for socialization of the coal
mines of this country, which is now
being debated, but also It s a hroad
outline for a complete roordering of
the natlon's economic system. A
uniqiie feature of it Is that it adve-
cates the ldea of electrical power
rather than of coal.

Under the scheme the country is
divided, for administrative purposes,
Into economle districts, sach with one
power Ssource. This power, which
would be produced at the coal mines,
would he distributed in the form of

alectricity wherever such power would

be serviceable. This would Involve
the construetion of a great number of
power plants and stations, which, the
employers say, can he completed in
three years, and in the Rhineland and
I Westphala In one year. Fach in-
dugtry, including agriculture, in each
district would organize, negotiate for
its share of power and undertake the
equitnble distribution of this power
within its own particular industry.

Manufacturers to Combine.

For instance, there would be formed
nn asgoclation of textile manufacturers
for all the power rationable for that in-
4ustry in the districl embraced In the
associntion. This nassocintion would
then procecd to apportion the power
among Its members as it might chooses.

The shares of this colossal enterprise
would be owned by the private compn-
nies mining coal, by ths national and
State governmernts, by municlpalities
and workers., Laber would have repre-
sentatlbn on the board of directors of
the company and, further, woull have
indirect particlpation in the company’s
profits through the investment of ‘'ts
savings now In municipal savings banks:

The actual manngement of the con-
corn, however, would ba left jn private
hands, while the leadership would stay
wilh the employers, nt lonst for the pres.
